Springs of raotlvo that few men can 
see clearly cnoufib wltbln themselves 
to recognize. Even the first day, when 
he In^ burning from his wounds, he 
worked out his own explanation In re- 
gard to the murder mystery.

Rerne to tell tlie ofllcers of the Swiss 
army that the American army on the 
Rhine was "the most up-to-date, the 
best equipped and tlie beat looking 
military outfit of all the armies of the 
world."

Three hundred men of the signal 
corps battalion wotdd look after tele- 
phone and telegraph con'inmnlcat ton's, 
with the base at Coblenz.

•elvlng constant practical training on 
a little branch line on the right, bank 
if the Rhine, which they are operat- 
ing, would, with the assistance of the 
motor transports corps, attend to the

^ ig \ HERE is of course but 
one Declaration of Inde- 
pendence — the Declara- 
tion of Independence 
we celebrate on the 
Fourth of July. It makes 
no difference that Itlch- 
ard -Henry Lee's resolu- 
tion "That these united 
colonics are and of right 
ought to be, free nnd Independent 
ftates — " was Introtluced In congress 
June 7, 177tl; that it was adopted July 
It, and Uiat the document it.'^elf was 
not made public until Julj^, and was 
not signed by the momhors of congress 
luntil August 2, It was on July 4, 
;1770, that the vote on the Declara- 
tion itself was tnlvcn, and the docu- 
ment ordered "authenticated and 
printed." So the Fourth of July It Is 
— and over shall he. 

Novertlioless, there are other Dec- 
larations, nnd. some of them come 
pretty near I)elng Declarations of In- 
dependence, except that they were not 
adopted by congress. Tho truth Is 
tJiat Independence was in the air for 
some time before July 4, 177G. The 
leaders preferred to say tlmt they were 
"petitioners la arms," even after Lex- 
ington and Concord and liunker mil, 
and many of them doubtless had no 
deteradnatioa for Indeixindence. But 
the people In many localities were ripe 
for independence. So it is not to be 
wondered that some of tlieni made 
declarations. 

One of the earliest of these Dec- 
larations was tlnit of tlie people of 
Mendon, Mass., March 1, 1773. It 
speaks for Itself, and here it Is: 

"That all men have naturally an 
etiual right to life, liberty and prop- 
erty. 

"Tliat nil Just and lawful goveni- 
meat must originate In the free con- 
sent of tlie people. 

"That the good, happiness nnd safety 
of the people Is Ihe great end of civil 
fe'ovemnient. 

"That a principle of self presen'a- 
tlon, being duly planted hy the God of 
Nature In every liunmn breast, It Is 
necessary, not only to the welbbelng 
of the Individual, but also to the order 
of tlie universe, as attraction and co- 
hesion are to tlie preservation of ma- 
terial bodies nnd the order of the 
natural world. 

"That a voluntary renunciation of 
any power or privileges included In 
or necessarily connected with a princi- 
ple of self preservation is manifestly 
noting counter to t!ie will of the great 
Author of Nature, the Supreme Legis- 
lator, that n right to liberty and prop- 
erty is absolutely Inalienable. 

"That the claim of the parliament of 
Great Uritala to the power of leglsla- 
tioa for tlio colonies In nil cases what- 
Hoevor Is abhorrent to the spirit and 
genius of the TSrltlsh Constitution, to 
the letter of our charter nnd to the 
most obvious principles of reason and 
to the essential natural rights given 
t:s by God Almighty; and, finally, 

"That tho Introduction of standing 
armies In a free country in time of 
peace, wlUiout the consent of the peo- 
ple, is n violation of their rights us 
free men." 

Then there Is the Declaration of the 
people of Hanna's Town, May 10, 1775. 
On that day the men of tlmt portion 
of the colony of Pennsylvania lying 
west of Laurel Mountain and. em- 
braced In the present limits of Oio 
county of Westmoreland, then, and for 
long iifterwards claimed by Virginia' 
to be within the limits of Augusta 
Tonnty, In the Old' Dominion, aBseui- 
Wed at Hanna's Town, then the seat 
of justice, to cuke counsel on the sttua- 
tlon. Tlie first two panigraplia of 
the document adopted arc as follows: 
"At n general meeting of the In- 
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habitants of Westmoreland county, held 
at IIanna*s Town, on May- 10, 1775, for 
taking into consideration the very 
alarming situation of the country occa- 
sioned by the dispute with Great Brit- 
ain, resolved unanimously, that tho 
parliament of Great Britain by sev- 
eral late acts has declared the Inhabit- 
ants of Massachusetts Bay to be In re- 
bellion; and the ministry, by endeav- 
oring to enforce said acts, has at- 
tempted to reduce the said Inhabitants 
to a more wretched state of slavery 
than ever before existed In any coun- 
try; not content with thus violating 
their constitutional and chartered priv- 
ileges, they would strip them of their 
rights of hunmnity, exposing their 
lives to the wanton nnd unpunishable 
sport of a licentious soldiery nnd de- 
priving them of Uie verj' means of sub- 
sistence. 

"Hesolvcd, unanimously, That there 
Is no reason to doubt but the same 
system of tyranny and oppression will, 
siiould It aioei with success In Jlussa- 
chusetts, he extended to olher parts 
of America ; It Is therefore become the 
Indlsiiensahle duty of every American, 
of every nVan who 1ms any love for 
his country, or any bowels for poster- 
Itj*, by every means which God has 
put In his power, to resist nnd oppose 
the execution of It; that for us we will 
be ready to oppose It with our lives 
and fortunes. And the better to en- 
able us to accomiJllKli it we will Im- 
mediately form ourselves Into n mili- 
tary, body to consist of companies, to 
bo made up out of the severnl town- 
ships under tho following association, 
which is declared to bo the Association 
of Westmoreland County.*' 
• And, linally, there Is tJic famous so- 
called "Mecklenburg Declaration of In- 
dependence," ' adopted at Charlotte, 
.Mecklenburg county. North Carolina, 
May 20, 1775, of which tlie first three 
resolutions are as follows: 

"Resolved, That whosoever directly 
or Indirectly, abetted, or In nny way, 
form or mniwier, countenanced the un- 
chartered and dangerous Invasion of 
our rights, as claimed by Great Brit- 
ain, Is an enemy to this country, to 
America and to the Inherent and in- 
alienable rights of man. 

"Ilcsolved, That we, the citizens of 
Mecklenburg county; do hereby dis- 
solve the political bonds which have 
connected us to the mother country, 
and hereby absolve ourselves from all 
allegiance to the. British crown, nnd 
abjure all political connection, contact 
or association wltli that nation, who 
has .wnntonly trampled on our rights 
nnd Inhumanly shed the blood of Amer- 
ican patriots at Lexington, 

"Iteaolved, That we do hereby de- 
clare ourselves a free nnd Independ- 
ent people, and- of right ought to be 
n sovereign and self-governing nsso- 
clhfion, under the coutrolof no power 
other than that of our God and the 
general govenunent of the congress; 
to the maintenance of which Independ- 
ence we solemnly pledge to each other 
our mutual co-operation, our lives, our 
fortunes, and our most sacred honor." 



The Mecklenburg convention was 
called for May 10. Its original pur- 
pose wns to pronounce the anu'ilmeut 
of nil laws and commlsions in cf^nse- 
(luenco of the king's address of reb- 
ruary declaring the colonies In a stflte 
of rebellion ; and to make provlslou 
for a teinponiry form of government 
"uiitll Instructions from the provlncInL 
congress regulating the Jurisprudence 
of tho province shall provide other- 
wise, or the legislative body of Great 
Britain resigns Its unjust nnd arbi- 
trary pretensions with respect to 
America." In this exi>ectatlon an 
elaborate set of resolutions had been 
prepared. 

Discussion of these resolutions was 
Interrupted by the arrival of a cour- 
ier with the news of Lexington. The 
convention reassembled In a fury of 
palrlotlsui. It seethed antl debated 
until well into the morning of Muy 20, 
when the quoted paragraphs were 
adopted as a preliminary to tho regu- 
lar business of the convention. It 
must be admitted that the ^^leckien- 
burgers did a good Job. They organ* 
izcd a provisional central government. 
They eeciuestered nil public nnd conn* 
ty taxes and uU (pdt rents to tlie crown 
and declared traitors all persons who 
should accept new commissions from 
the crown or exercise old connnlsslons. 
And they formed nine military com- 
panies for action — when the -time 
shotdd come. 

Curiously enough, this Mecklenburg 
Declaration did not bocoine generally 
known till 1810, forty-four years later, 
and then througlf publication In the 
Italelgh Register. Its publication 
caused an enormous stir, nnd began a 
controversy that may be said to bo 
yet going on. Inasmuch ns some his- 
torians still refuse to accept the genu- 
ineness of tlie document In 1810 Jef- 
ferson and John Adams were both old 
and testy. Adams said, In so nmny 
words, that Jefferson evhiently had 
plagiarized. Jefferson angrily retort- 
ed that in his belief the document \vaa 
Finirlous. , ' 

The controversy over the genuine- 
ness of the Mecklenburg Declnratlon 
Immediately bectune fust and furious. 
North Carolina finally took n hand in 
it, nnd In 1831 lis IcglaJature ap* 
pointed a committee of Investigation, 
This committee rei>ortcd that the doc- 
ument wns genuine. Accordingly, May 
20tli was made a state holiday, which 
is celebrated aa tlie "Anniversary of 
tho Signing of the Mecklenburg Dec- 
laration." In 1808 in Charlotte, was 
dedicated a monument In commemo- 
ration of the signing of tlie Mecklen- 
burg Declaration. 

The historians have been busy all 
Uieso years, and flttle by little the 
cane of the JlecklehburgcrH hns been 
built up, until now It la generally ac- 
cepted. ■ ' 

The contract of government signed 
In 3020 In tlio cabin of the Mayllow'er 
In Massachusetts Bay may .be said in 
n sense to be the ilrst Declaration of 
Indepeadencc, .out of which grew the 
Declaration of Inilependenee of 1770. 



Chicago. June 20.— The United 
States railroad labor board extended 
its wage re<lacthin order, effective 
.July 1, to practically everj' huge rail- 
road in tlie country. No chang}! from 
the average 12 per cent reduction 
granted IIM carriers on June 1 wns 
made by the decision. The board's 
order covers 230 roads.: 

The new Wage decision of the Uni- 
ted States railroad labor board will 
make a reality of the estimated $-IOO,- 
OOO.tKK) annual savlnga expected when 
the board's 12 per cent cut, effective 
.Tvdy 1, Is npplled to all employees on 
all railroads known as class 1 cnr- 
rlei-s. The decision, drawn up as nn 
nddemluui to the.wage reduction order 
of June 1, was made public here. 
It ndds practically every railroad In 
class 1 division to the original list of 
101 roads authorized to uiaku the li 
per cent reduction. 

,Whe ntbe reduction i)rder wns Is- 
sued, It was estimated that, If applied 
to nil employees on all class l' roads, 
it would lop approximately ?-I(K),tXK),- 
OOO' from the country's railroad labor 
bill. Tlie new decision will make this 
cut pofeslbte, by ordering reduced 
wages for employees not Included In 
the orlglmil case. 

Immediately following the announce- 
ment of the board's wage cut on June 
1, roads fi*oin everj* section of the 
:ountry poured In their applications 
to the labor board for authority to 
make similar reductions. A hearing 
Fct for June Included a total of 101 
roads and In the next two weelcs 01 
more huIiuIssIoms were made and in- 
cluded In a hearing for Jane 20. A 
few roads which had not Included all 
classes of employees In their first pe- 
titions for reductions came in with 
the remaining classes In the last hear- 
ing. 

JIany of the roads which asked re- 
ductions for only a part of tlielr em- 
ployees at the original hearing in May 
came back with applications to cover 
all employees in these two later hear- 
ings. Virtually every railroad in the 
country alTected by the labor 'boartrs 
?COO,OO0,OOO wage award of July, 1020, 
was Included In one or more of the 
three hearings. 

Tollowlng tlie 12 per cent reduc- 
tion, which was generally oinsatlsfac- 
tory to the roads, the carriers returned 
to the board with adiled Insistence 
that the 1020 wage award he wiped 
out. The board, however, was not In- 
clined to change its scale of reduc- 
tions doternilned In the June 1 deci- 
sion and merely 'added to that decision 
employees Involveil In the suhseauenl 
hearings. 

At the two June hearings the roads, 
for the most part, contented them- 
eelves with reiterating the evidence 
presented in May. Tlielr arguments 
consisted chlelly of cost-of-living sta- 
tistics nnd comparison of 'railroad 
wages with those in outside indus- 
tries. The employees took up other 
factors laid down by the transporta- 
tion act to be considered In the deter- 
mination of just nnd reasonable wages. 
Hazards of employment, the living 
wngo and similar lines of evidence 
were Introduced in .an effort to pre- 
vent any cut In wages. 

While no delfalte returns have been 
announced from the referendum being 
tAken by all. the railway unions on 
acceptance or rejection of tlie 12 per 
cent cut. It was expected that confer- 
ences here on July 1 wouUi agree to 
accept tlie board's decision wltboui 
nny Interruption of trafilc.
